‘Accept help if it is offered’, advises carer 


ANTOINETTE Mann, 72 of, 
Belleview Road, Southchurch, 
cares for both her husband 
and daughter. 

Toni (as she likes to be called) 
has been caring for more than 
50 years, firstly for her step¬ 
mother and mother-in -law. 

She explained: “My daughter 
Julie was born with Fragile X - 
a disorder that leaves her suf¬ 
fering from learning disabilities. 

“She is very anxious most of 


the time and has tantrums, and 
I have cared for her since she 
was born.” 

Toni’s husband, Geoff, suffers 
from a rare condition known as 
scleroderma, which is a chron¬ 
ic autoimmune disease char¬ 
acterised by fibrosis, vascular 
alterations and autoantibodies. 

Geoff has to have dialysis 
three times a week and needs 
constant care. 

Toni said: “I have been mar¬ 


ried for 51 years, and don’t 
think of myself as a carer - I am 
a wife and mother first. 

“To be a carer, it is vital that 
you keep a sense of humour. 

“I am lucky because I am a 
fighter. 

“I make sure that I make time 
for myself for a little while every 
day because it’s very important 
to have ‘me’ time. 

“I would advise anyone who 
is caring for someone to 


accept help if it is offered and 
try to keep your outside inter¬ 
ests.” 

Toni said that caring can be 
very rewarding, but people 
should not feel isolated. 

She recommends getting in 
touch with agencies such as 
SAVS, and talking to people 
who are in the same boat.

A HOMELESS project in 
Southend has seen attendance 
increase almost tenfold in the 
last two years. 

The Storehouse is an outreach 
programme of Southend 
Vineyard Church, and has been 
running since 1995, offering 
essential help to people in 


Southend. 

From humble beginnings, the 
programme has grown beyond 
recognition and now feeds hun¬ 
dreds of homeless and poor peo¬ 
ple three days a week. 

In December 2008, the

Man jailed for armed robberies

SLIDING DOORS OPENING DOORD

A MAN from Southend 
has been found guilty of 
two counts of rape and one 
count of sexual assault fol¬ 
lowing a two-week trial at 
Basildon Crown Court. 

Phillip Lucas, 22, for¬ 
merly of Central Avenue, 
was found guilty of 
offences that happened in 
Southend in April 2008 and 
August 2009. 

The first offence hap¬ 
pened in Southend High 
Street in the early hours of 
the morning. 

The victim was a 21- 
year-old local woman. 

The second occurred in 
Weston Road, Southend, 
again in the early hours of 
the morning. 

This girl, aged 17 at the 
time, was both raped and 
sexually assaulted. She was 
also local. 


Detective Inspector Jim 
Sandford, from Southend 
CID, said: “This man was 
known to his victims and 
he preyed on them while on 
nights out to take advan¬ 
tage of them in the worst 
possible way. 

“By denying he was 
responsible for these 
offences, he forced his vic¬ 
tims to relive their ordeals 
by giving evidence in 
court. 

“Tribute must be paid to 
these young women for the 
courage they have shown in 
helping bring this predato¬ 
ry man to justice.” 

The sentencing of Lucas 
was adjourned for up to 
four weeks for reports to be 
prepared. 

He was remanded in 
court custody.

A NEW police cycling team was 
officially launched at Southend 
Pier last weekend. 

The team comprises of one 
sergeant, two police constables 
and two police community support 
officers and is the first dedicated 
cycle team to be set up within 
Essex Police. 

The new team has been formed 
as a result of Operation Velo - a 
cycling operation in its second 
year which aims to increase police 
visibility through more cycle 
patrols. 

Due to the success of the opera¬ 
tion, it was decided to set up a 
team dedicated solely to patrolling 
on bikes. 

The team will cover the south¬ 
eastern division, allowing them to 
patrol Southend, Rochford and 
Castle Point districts by bike. 

Officers in the team have under¬ 
gone intensive advanced cycle 
training, which means they can 
chase and catch offenders safely 
and quickly. 

They are also able to perform 
quick dismounts and can negotiate 
large sets of steps and uneven ter¬ 
rain. 

Sargeant Paul Bird, who is lead¬ 
ing the team, revealed that the 
cycling skills will enable officers 
to get to places quicker than in a 
car. 

He said: “By being advanced 
trained, we can get to difficult 
places quickly. 


“We can also beat the traffic and 
get to places that are hard to reach 
in a car. 

“Being on the team also keeps us 
fit, is environmentally friendly and 
helps us engage with the local 
communities.”

Show some respect 
for ambulance staff 


By Matthew Stanton 


MORE than 115 assaults on 
ambulance crews in Essex were 
reported to police last year. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service released the figures for 
09/10 - with 24 of those reported 
as physical assaults. 

Incidents included verbal abuse 
and shouting, spitting at staff and 
crews being punched and kicked. 

Officials have now called for 
‘respect’ as the World Cup gets 
underway and there are fears that 
most incidents will involve 
patients who have been drinking. 

Neil Storey, associate director 
for emergency operations, stressed 
the Trust would not ‘tolerate’ 
abuse or violence against its staff. 

He said: “When you respond to a 
999 call, the very last thing you 


expect is to be repaid with physi¬ 
cal or verbal abuse. 

“It’s unacceptable for anyone to 
be threatened, but particularly so 
when attacks are made on our staff 
who are there to help save lives 
and give aid to the public. 

“Our staff have the right to carry 
out their duties without fearing for 
their safety.” 

The Trust said it encouraged 
staff to report any abuse and 
always pursued prosecution. 

All staff - including call takers - 
are required to undertake a 
‘dynamic risk assessment’ for 
each incident to identify whether 
police support is needed. 

Figures for the whole of the East 
of England show there were 
almost 400 assaults last year, of 
which 110 were physical assaults.

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Tributes paid to 
a ‘dedicated’ PC 



TRIBUTES have been paid to a police 
officer who died after falling out of a 
police car in Stratford while chasing 
crooks. 

An inquest at Walthamstow Coroners 
Court last Thursday heard how PC Gary 
Toms, from Canvey, suffered a blow to the 
head in Ashlin Road on April 11, 2009. 

The 37-year-old, who was part of the 
Specialist Firearms Command, had been 
called to an aggravated burglary possibly 
involving a firearm at an address in 
Dagenham. 

His team saw a silver Chrysler believed 
to have been involved in the burglary and 
decided to stop it, but the car then sped off. 

An attempt to contain the suspects in a 
cul-de-sac ended up with PC Toms falling 
out of the vehicle. 

He died six days later in hospital. 

Chief Supt Bill Tillbrook, from Specialist 
Firearms Command, said: “Gary’s death is 
incredibly sad. 

“His colleagues have spoken about how 
hard-working and well-liked he was, and 
what a good sense of humour he had. 

“He was a dedicated officer who died 
doing the job he had been trained to do. 

“The loss of Gary is felt by us all in the 
Command and will not be forgotten by the 
wider Met family. My thoughts are with 
his family, friends and colleagues.” 

The four people in_ 

the car were later con- 


victed of robbery and 
other offences. 

They were jailed in 
December 2009 for a 
total of 30 years. 

The Met Police 
stressed the specialist 
command was trained 
to deal with potentially 
armed suspects and 
respond to unfolding 
situations they were 
likely to face. 

Bosses said the 
Forces do ‘everything 
possible’ to make sure 
officers are best able to 
keep themselves and 
the public safe. 

The inquest heard 
how the MPS took 
immediate action after 
the accident to address 
the concerns relating to 
the circumstances of 
Gary’s tragic death. 

Coroner Dr Elizabeth 
Stearns gave her ver¬ 
dict as death by acci¬ 
dent.

TWO cyclists braved 988-miles of terrain to 
remember a Hockley solider who died in battle. 

Beverley Harvey and David Pitt cycled from 
Lands End to John O’Groats in 14 days for 
Lieutenant Aaron Lewis, who lived in Rectory 
Road and was killed on active service in 
Afghanistan on December 15, 2008.

We thought Essex Way was 
tough - try cycling in Cornwall. 

“The whole experience was amazing, but very 
tough. I broke my finger after crashing into the 
back of David’s bike before running over my 
hand. 

“Despite the pain, I would recommend the 
journey to everyone.” 

Beverley and David decided to train for the 
challenge in December after their sons, Lewis 
Harvey and Michael Pitt, both 27, played rugby 
with Lt Lewis. 

The cyclists’ hard work was repaid when the 
Mr Lewis’ parents, Barry and Helen, greeted 
them with champagne as they completed their 
marathon cycle ride. 

Both wore special T-shirts during the trek in 
his memory. 

Meanwhile, Rochford Rotary Club donated 
£500 towards the memorial fund to commemo¬ 
rate the Army personnel who lost their lives in 
the Iraq and Afghanistan conflicts.

Blitz spirit 



The

AVOIDING German bombs 
while being moved from home 
to home would have been a ter¬ 
rifying ordeal for anyone 
growing up during the Blitz - 
especially for two toddlers. 

Pauline and David Scott were 
both three years old and grow¬ 
ing up in East Ham when 
enemy pilots started attacking 
East London in 1939. 

The couple, 73 and 72, were 
forced to move into houses in 
Essex to avoid ‘doodlebugs’ 
although the Germans were 
still targeting the county. 

The German device 
destroyed Pauline’s London 
home, killing her neighbour, 
before she moved to a cottage 
in Noak Hill and then into a 
house in Havering Road, 
Romford. 

Meanwhile, a young David 
went to stay in Bulphan, 
Thurrock, to avoid fire. 

Pauline said: “I remember 
when a German pilot crashed 
down in Brentwood after being 
shot and he made his way 
across to Noak Hill and 
knocked on a nearby cottage. 

“He was shot in both legs and 
went to hospital where he sur¬ 
vived his injuries. I wrote to 
the Berlin Record Office and 
found out that he died in 1992. 

“As for the Blitz, I can’t 
remember too much because I 
was a youngster, although the 
image of my collapsed house 
will always stick with me.” 

David and Pauline’s mothers 
knew each other before the 
Blitz and the couple fell for 


each other after meeting at a 
wedding in East Ham. The 
married in Romford in 1959. 

The experiences of life on 
the home front brought the 
retired couple, from Burnham, 
closer together and they now 
hold exhibitions and talks 
across the East of England. 

Residents were given demon¬ 
strations at Hullbridge Library 
last Tuesday with former 
church minister David dress¬ 
ing up as former Prime 
Minister, Winston Churchill. 

Libraries, schools and other 
organisations have invited 
them to put on displays with 
memorabilia such as gas 
masks, shelters and other items 
from the Second World War. 

In one school they even car¬ 
ried out an evacuation. 


Two weeks ago, the histori¬ 
ans held talks in Pauline’s old 
school - Parklands School in 
Romford - and this month, 
they will also visit the Church 
of England Club, in Leigh, and 
an organisation on Canvey. 

David said: “We have both 
experienced life on the home 
front but we have also carried 
out lots of research for ques¬ 
tion and answer sessions. 

“It’s nice to get people of all 
ages talking to us. 
Schoolchildren want to learn 
and elderly residents like to 
share. It’s very rewarding.” 

Outside of demonstrations, 
the couple visited St Paul’s 
Cathedral last year to mark the 
70 year anniversary of the first 
evacuation that took place in 
September 1, 1939.

Life in the fast lane

T HE race was on during a visit 
to Daytona Sandown Park - 
in more ways than one. 

I knew that I had to get to the 
Surrey karting track half an hour 
before the boy’s session, so set off 
in plenty of time with a prepared 
route. 

Although a traffic jam didn’t leave 
me that worried, a wrong turn that 
took me to the main entrance to 
Sandown Park’s horse racing 
track did. 

As the clock was ticking past our 
due arrival time, we began to 
panic slightly as we could see the 
karting track across the race¬ 
course, but didn’t know how to 
get to it. 

After eventually navigating our 
way around the Sandown course 
we eventually turned up 15 min¬ 
utes before the boys were due on 
the track. 

With the panic over, the boys 
quickly filled in their registration 
forms on Daytona’s computers, 
before rushing into the changing 
rooms to put on their racing suits. 

They reappeared, with excited 
grins across their faces, and then 
entered a safety briefing room. 
Once inside the boys, and four 
other children who would be join¬ 
ing them on the track, were 
shown a short safety film. The 
video told them lots of things to do 
and not to do on the track, and 
informed them of what all the flags 
and lights meant. It also reminded 
them to behave themselves on the 
track and to drive safely or they 
could find themselves in the sin 


bin - a special area where they 
would have to sit in their kart for a 
specific number of seconds before 
being allowed to return to the 
track. After the video the boys 
were tested on what they had 
learnt, including what the track’s 
different flags and light signals 
meant. After passing with flying 
colours they then had their hel¬ 
mets and special neck braces fit¬ 
ted. 

The track staff are very safety 
conscious and check each child 
to make sure the safety gear they 
are wearing is properly fitted, 
before then checking once again 
that they are securely fitted into 
their karts. 

After making a note of which 
number karts the boys were in, as 
they all looked so alike in their rac¬ 
ing gear, I then watched them 
make their way down to the start¬ 
ing line for a rolling start. 

They set off for lap after lap of 
fun. The boys absolutely love get¬ 
ting behind the wheel and with half 
an hour of karting heaven ahead 
of them they looked quite at 
home. As we had turned out on 
quite a hot day I had wondered 
how the boys would cope in the 
heat in their driving suits and hel¬ 
mets, but I shouldn’t have worried 
as they both took the whole expe¬ 
rience in their stride. 

The boys absolutely loved 
Daytona Sandown Park, and I 
thoroughly enjoyed watching 
them. They got so much out of 
the experience and were elated 
with their print outs, analysing 


everything from their fastest laps to 
what position they had come in 
the overall race. Joseph was 
delighted with his first place and 
Joshua was very pleased with 
achieving fourth out of six children. 

As well as its Arrive and Drive 
sessions, which run on specific 
dates after school, at weekends 
and during school holidays, 
Daytona Sandown Park also runs 
karting parties and a Junior Race 
School. The school is made up of 
five different modules, costing £55 
each, which cover all aspects of 
karting, both theory and practical. 
After completing all five modules 


children are then able to become 
members of Daytona’s InKart Club 
and race on the last Sunday of 
every month. 

Children from the age of eight to 
15 can race as Daytona Sandown 
Park. All cadet drivers must be at 
least 4ft 1 ins tall while all junior dri¬ 
vers must be at least 4ft 8ins tall. 
Adults are not allowed on the 
track at the same time as juniors, 
and children must be accompa¬ 
nied and signed-in by their parent 
or legal guardian, or be with a 
responsible adult and have a pre¬ 
signed parent or guardian consent 
form with them.

AS A LANDLORD AM I RESPONSIBLE FOR OBTAINING 
AN ENERGY PERFORMANCE CERTIFICATE (EPC) ON MY 
RENTAL PROPERTY? 

England and Wales 

Yes, from 1st October 2008 all rental properties with a new tenancy in England 
and Wales will be required to have an EPC. 

Under all circumstances it will be illegal to advertise any property to rent after the 
introduction of the legislation unless it has an EPC. 

Failure to obtain a certificate will result in a fixed penalty fine (to the Landlord). 
This will be administered by the Trading Standards Office for non-compliance. 
Legislation allows for a fine of £200 for failure to comply. 

The EPC will remain valid for 10 years. 

Scotland 

Yes. All tenants of properties rented (new rentals only) on or after 4 January 2009 
will require to be provided with an EPC as part of the lease agreement. EPCs 
should be produced by a member of a protocol organisation and are valid for a 
period of 10 years. If the tenancy changes within this period the EPC should be 
passed to the next tenant. Under the terms of building legislation the building 
owner is required to affix the EPC to the building (for example the EPC is placed 
in a meter cupboard). 

Northern Ireland 

Yes. This will be introduced in a three phase rollout which commences from June 
and should be complete by December 2008. As with the English & Wales ruling, 
a certificate should be produced prior to the property being available for viewing.

Volkswagen joins luxury 4x4 market 


by Steve Walker 


B IG 4x4s have to tread a fine 
line these days. The size and 
ostentation that drove their 
rise in popularity still appeals, but 
the same qualities have been sin¬ 
gled out for criticism on social and 
environmental grounds. 

As luxury SUVs go, Volkswagen’s 
Touareg has always been one of 
the more discreet options and 
today’s second 
generation model 
sets out to tread 
even more softly 
without forsaking 
the guilty pleasures 
that attract cus¬ 
tomers to these 
goliaths of the pas¬ 
senger car world. 

Despite its 
mechanical similari¬ 
ty to the Audi Q7 
and Porsche 
Cayenne, 

Volkswagen’s luxury off-roader 
benefited from the low key image 
that comes with a VW badge. 

With overbearing rivals like the 
Cayenne and the Range Rover 
drawing fire (often unfairly) for their 
perceived profligacy, the Touareg 
was more likely to slip under the 
radar - a quality that many buyers 
appreciated as much as the com¬ 
paratively reasonable pricing. 

Today’s Touareg is essentially 
more of the same, albeit roomier 
and more efficient. 

The engine line-up assigned to 
the Touareg kicks off with 


Volkswagen’s 3.0-litre V6 TDI 
diesel. It’s a 237bhp engine that 
will have ample muscle about it for 
most tastes thanks to nearly 
550Nm of torque. 

If, however, buyers feel that they 
need to get closer to take-off 
velocity when powering up that 
motorway on-ramp, there’s always 
the 4.2-litre V8 TDI. 

This engine is a bit of a brute 
with 335bhp and a smidgeon shy 
of 800Nm. It’s 
more torque than in 
that world champi¬ 
on of waft, the 
Rolls-Royce 
Phantom. 

Despite these 
impressive oil-burn¬ 
ers, the real talking 
point in the Touareg 
line-up will be the 
hybrid model. 

It’s the first pro¬ 
duction VW to 
employ an electri¬ 
cally-assisted powertrain and it 
features a 3.3-litre supercharged 
V6 petrol engine mated to an elec¬ 
tric motor. 

This is what’s called a ‘full 
hybrid’, referring to the fact that 
the electric motor can operate 
independently of the petrol engine. 

It allows the Touareg to operate 
solely on electric power at speeds 
of up to 30mph. 

With both sources working in 
tandem, the 375bhp Touareg 
Hybrid will get to 62mph in 6.5s 
and hit a 149mph top speed. 

This Touareg is bigger than the

original, a car which lagged a little 
behind other luxury 4x4s on size. 

An extra 40mm has been incor¬ 
porated into the wheelbase bump¬ 
ing the vehicle’s overall length up 
to 4,758mm. The car is no wider, 
which will help when parking it, 
and 20mm lower but more salient 
is the fact that this larger Touareg 
is actually 200kg lighter than the 
previous model. 

The styling borrows from the lat¬ 
est Volkswagen themes at the 
front end with a wide shallow grille, 
LED lighting and slated air intakes. 

It’s the usual classy Volkswagen 
cabin inside and the Touareg 
should stand comparison to the 
best that the luxury 4x4 sector can 
offer in terms of its fit and finish. 

Unlike some of its contempo¬ 
raries which have a seven-seat 
option, it’s only offered in five-seat 
guise but those seats do slide 
and recline to make 
occupants more 
comfortable. 

The boot is 
a capa¬ 
cious 580 
litres, 
extend¬ 
ing to 
1,642 
litres with 
the rear 
seats fold¬ 
ed down. 

The Touareg 

range is divided up into SE, 

Altitude and Escape trim levels 
the Hybrid model stands apart 
from this, acting as a trim level in 


its own right. All models get an 
eight-speed automatic gearbox 
while most come with satellite nav¬ 
igation and leather trim. 

Of all the Touareg trim levels, it’s 
the Escape that’s most intriguing. 
This comes with the full package 
of mud-plugging equipment that 
Volkswagen has dubbed 4XMO- 
TION. It runs to reduction gearing, 
two lockable differentials and five 
special settings for the all-wheel- 
drive system which can be 
engaged according to the terrain. 

Lots of people love their luxury 
4x4s but are less enamoured with 
the way such vehi¬ 
cles have 


been unfairly held up as symbols 
of automotive excess. 

Volkswagen’s Touareg has 
always been one of the less brash 
choices in the marketplace and the 
latest model makes it even harder 
for any such allegations to stick. 

The luxury 4x4’s image may have 
taken a dent, but few other cars 
can do what it can with such a 
small impact on the environment. 

With stop/start technology, a 
high-tech hybrid powertrain and 
lightweight construction, the 
Touareg is cleaner than ever yet 
retains the power, protection and 
practicality that have underpinned 
^ t its popularity.

Holiday driving

B ritons probably 
spend more time dri¬ 
ving while on holiday 
than they do at home, 
according to recent 
research. 

In a survey of National Car 
Rental customers, 42 per 
cent said they planned to 
drive over 500 miles while 
abroad on holiday this year. 

Forget the M6, Britons are 
getting their kicks on Route 
66 along with a whole host 
of other great driving desti¬ 
nations, relishing the free¬ 
dom and flexibility of self- 
drive holidays. 

While the distances 
appear huge, most people 
plan to complete their road 
trips in eight to 14 days; 
perhaps allowing for the odd 
unscheduled diversion or 
encounter with the locals - 
both residents and wildflife! 

This may be based on pre¬ 
vious experience as 68 per 
cent said they had got lost 
while driving on past holi¬ 
days abroad and 53 per 
cent said they had encoun¬ 
tered confusing and unclear 
road signs along with local 
driving eccentricities. 

The need for vigilance is

alcohol limits and road tolls. 

The recent update to the 
site has seen Bulgaria, 
Lithuania and Jordan added 
to the already extensive list 
of more than 45 countries 
now on the website.

* Buy a good map and plan 
your route before you go. 

* Research driving hints and 
tips for the country you are 
visiting. 

* Stay relaxed - remember 
you are on holiday. 

* Stay within the speed limit 
and be aware of local laws. 

* After a long flight, pick up 
your car the next day.

A life on the ocean waves 


THERE’S nothing like bobbing up and 
down on a supply vessel alongside an 
oil rig in the North Sea in a Force Eight 
to test your sea legs. 

But don’t be put off. A life at sea has 
plenty of attractions. For a start, you 
can travel the world (several times) and 
get up to adventures in the ports of exot¬ 
ic, far-flung countries. Ultimately, you 
can progress up the ladder to captain 
your own ship (how cool is that?) 

British seamen command respect 
across the world, which creates job 
opportunities for those with itchy feet. A 
ship needs all sorts of specialist skills - 
mechanics, engineers, cooks, deckhands 
- while the officers sit as part of the 
management team and are proficient in 
navigation, computer systems, satellite 
knowledge, communication, staff man¬ 
agement, administration plus some legal 
skills. 

There’s also a great variety of ves¬ 


sels. On one hand there are ferries, 
coasters and fishing boats who rarely 
travel far from the sight of land. Then 
there are the deep sea vessels who sel¬ 
dom see land - survey ships, tankers, 
bulk carriers and mining vessels. 

Ships are continuously in operation, 
and 12-hour shifts are common. You 
could work 12 weeks on, 12 weeks off, 
but modern fleets often expect you to 
work 12 weeks on, six weeks off. 

More than 20 UK companies sponsor 
around 600 cadets each year as they 
study seamanship, first aid and safety at 
sea before spending time on board 
under the guidance of a deck officer. 
Training on land and sea can last up to 
four years. 

British-trained officers are much in 
demand, and when you tire of life at sea, 
you’ll be in line for a decent shore- 
based job with one of the port authori¬ 
ties around the coast of Britain.

The 30-year-old handed in a 
written transfer request which the 
club has accepted and his availabil¬ 
ity has been circulated to other 
clubs. 

Barrett played 41 matches last 
season as Southend were relegated 
from League One. 

Goalkeeper Steve Mildenhall 
has also signalled his intentions to 
leave after his name appeared on 
the PFA list. 

In a statement, Southend said: 
“The club’s directors and manage¬ 
ment would love to retain his ser- 
‘ vices, however it understands Bar¬ 
rett’s desire to play at a higher level 
at this stage in his career and has 
reluctantly agreed to allow the 
-•' player to seek a new club. 

“Southend United also con¬ 
firmed that it will not stand in the 
way of any of its senior players, 
- . several of whom are still on Cham- 
pionship level salaries, who may 


also want to transfer to an alterna¬ 
tive club if appropriate transfer fees 
can be agreed with any interested 
parties. 

“The decision to grant Barrett 
and other senior players transfer 
requests has to be balanced against 
the wage constraints that Southend 
United and all clubs will operate 
under in League Two, which is sub¬ 
ject to a Football League salary 
cap. 

The Blues cannot register play¬ 
ers under terms of a transfer 
embargo set by the Football 
League after the PFA paid wages 
for the players in January. 

However, a club’s spokesman 
said: “It is not correct for certain 
sections of the media to suggest 
that all of our players were still 
unpaid for May. 

“Ninety-five per cent of our 
players and staff have been paid for 
May with the remaining staff due 
to be paid in full in the near future.”
